GOOD VEIN IS DISCOVERED 


(B$r United Press) 


Brazil, Ind., Feb. 24.—Brazil has 


struck a new industry. 


It is the mining of graphite—the 


substance of which "lead" in pen- 
cils is made and which the motorist 
nses for lubrication. 


The vein of this material 
was 


found on a .farm of John Kohken- 
berg about three miles northeast of 
Poland. 


The land is said to be underlaid 


with a good vein of graphite as well 
as a valuable coal vein. The gra- 
phite tested in analysis is said 
to 


run about thirty percent pure. 


Steam shovels wjll begin stripping 


operations ..as soon as the weather 
permits. 


If the project proves successful 


it is expected that other companies 
.will become interested in the mining 
of the graphite as it- is said to be 
abundant in this section of the state.

' of ancient Egypt garnered the white 
harvest along the nile, has at last 
found relief. The days 6f stooping 
are over, it is believed. 


J. C. Stugenburg in Memphis, Ten- 


nessee, 1-he heart of the cotton/sect- 
ion, 'has invented an electrical cotton 
picker which, it is claimed will not 
only lighten labor for the .field work- 
er, but will also greatly increase his 
individual efficiency, according to his 
announcement here, in applying for 
aj patent. 


The machine 'whicli the inventor, 


has finally perfected a-fter 14 years, 
makes it possible for one person to' 
gather from 400 to 700 pounds of the 
staple a day, 
where hand pickers 


have had to put in a hard day's 
work to gather 150 pounds. 


Stugenburg received the inspirat- 


ion for his invention while watching 
a. -cow which had broken into Ms 
cotton field. The ease with which the 
animal picked the cotton from the 
boll by means of> her rough tongue 
gave him the idea.

Secretary of State Makes Report To 


Governor of Results of Indiana 


Motor Police System 


ACCOMPLISHED BY 14 MEN 


Automobile 
Association 
'Declares 


Such Results Justify The Title 


Law in Every Respect 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 24—The 


recovery of 118 stolen cars and the 
addition of close to $200,000 in hith- 
erto sequestered automobile license 
fess, are the outstanding results, of 
the operation of the Indiana motor 
vehicle police system under the cer- 
tificate of title law, covering aperiod 
from July to December 1921, accord- 
ing to official report just made to 
Oovemor McCray by Ed. Jackson, 
secretary of state. This result was 
accomplished by the fourteen men 
now operating as state motor vehicle 
police., Furthermore the new law has 
it necessary to put down the correct 
description of automobiles wlien ap- 
plying for license tags, whereas here- 
tofore such information has been 
very incomplete, and in thousands of 
instances fraudulent. 


Commenting on the results of the 


certificate of title law, for which it 
was responsible, the Hoosier State 
Automobile Association, in a bulletin 
just issued, declares that such re- 
sults certainly justify the title law, 
in every respect. "This really is 
just becoming fully operative," the 
automobile association states. "Here-; 
tofore many car owners had eluded 
the requirement, as to 'having a deed 
or title of ownership. In applying 
for their 1922 license plates they had 
1o come clean, however, and now the 
absence of the little container and 
receipt card in the driver's com- 


partment is to be held as a prima ] 
facia evidence of something .wrong."' 


The activities of the state police 


have done much to pu.t the fear- of 
the law in the minds of the potential 
auto thieves, the association de- 
claxes. 
The fact that transfer of 


title is necessary makes it quite dif- 
ficult now to dispose of a stolen car 
in Indiana. 
If the car is .taken 


across state lines the theif runs afoul 
of federal courts and these are not 
to be trifled with. Local courts have 
already begun to inflict the heavy 
punishments provided for in the law, 
covering alteration of engine num- 
bers, false statements in procuring 
title, etc. 


"The Hoosier State Auto Assoc- 


iation now points with' pride to this 
protective legislation as being one of 
the high points in a very comprehen- 
sive legislative work which this as- 
sociation has been engaged in for 
the 
benefit 
of all motorists," the 


bulletin says. This is but a sample 
of the •accomplishments this associat- 
ion has been enabled to perform be- 
cause of the support of motorists all 
over Indiana who recognize the fact 
that we are operating not for profit 
but for the welfare and protection 
of all. What we could accomplish if 
we had a lot of these "let-George- 
do-it" owners in with us as members 
may well be imagined, for in co-op- 
eration alone in strength. The in- 
dividual auto owner can accomplish 
little or nothing in his own welfare. 


"The title law created a fund of 


$392,528. The initial expenses, over- 
head and all, were $144,137.71, 
leaving a balance at tjie first of the 
year of $248,390.28, which is per- 
manently known -as the auto theif 
fund and is being increased as new 
titles are issued. Those who could 
see no further: then, the dollar, they 
paid, may now have something to 
think about as the results are coming 
to light.

miist for nonrigid airships will put 
the business of flying on a, practical 
basis 'in" this country, in the opinion 
of;, army air experts. 


iThe course of a few months will 


bring safe and rapid transportation 
by, a network of air routes threading 
their way across the-country in Ml 
directons, it is predicted, with the 
setting up of mooring masts as basic 
points.

The mooring mast, which has been 


developed by .the United States Air 
Service following its success in Eng- 
land, is to the airship what the. gar- 
age is to. ithe automobile. Not only 
does it provide an anchorage, but it 
also maintains a pipe system by 
which hydrogen, air, fuel and water 
are supplied to the airship on its 
overnight stay. Thus the airship is 
ready with the morning to depart 
for its next station. 


The American type of mast, which 


has been successfully experimented 
with at Langley Field, Va., consists 
of a. structural steel -tower held in a 
vertical position by steel cables. It 
stands 72 feet in the air and can' 
pipperlyi, handle any size of airship.

trenchment in its program of Scrip- 
ture publication. 


The society has no 'thought 
of 


moving its headquaryjrs from New 
York. Its executive offices continue 
in the Bible -House, Astor Place, 
New York City.^The officers of'the 
society are: Churchill H. Gutting, 
President; .William'-.I. Haven-.-and 
Frank- MannrGeneral .Secretaries';
